In the Coming Report of the Comp-
troller of the Currency.

CLEAK,SAFE MONEY IS REQUIRED,
Huge Liabilities Were Imvolyed in the
Maverick Failure,

NEW BAKKS IN THE WEST AND SOUTH

WasHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The forth-
coming report of A. B. Hepburn, Comp-
troller of the Currency,shows that 163 banks,
withan aggregate capital of §15,285,000, were
organized during the year; 83 went into
voluntary liquidation and 17 became in-
solvent, Jeaving a net inoresse for the year
of 93 banks, Nearly 50 per cent of the
new banks are located west of the Missis-
sippi river and 85 per cent in the Southern
States.

The ciroulation outstanding shows a net
incresss for the year of $10,487,226. The
gold held by banks, as compared with Sep-
tember 25, 1891, shows an increase of §21,
094.115; surplus  and profits, increase
$0,663,020; individaal deposits, increase
$177,104, 902, and bank deposits, increase
$100,058,428. Over two-thirds of the lia-
bilities of the 17 banks reported as having
failed belong to the Maverick Bank.

The Comptroller recommends that the
minimum deposit of Government bonds re-
quired of national banks be £1,000 in case
of banks of £50.000 capital, and $5,000 in
case of banks whose capital exceeds §50,000.

Changes of Legislation Deslrable,
Among his other recommendations are:

That banks be allowed to issue circulating
notes equal to the par value of the bonds
held to sceure eirculation; that the monthly
withdrawal of bonda pledzel to securs cir-
culution shall not exceed £4, 500,000 in the ag-
gregate: thut the tux on Nutionul bank eir-
culation be repealnd; that the lmit of the
amount whichh may be loaned to any per-
son, company or corporation or flrm, to
10 per cent of the capital stock of the bank,
be so amended a« to read “ecapital and sur-
Elus:" that the Government is~ue bonds
